The Kingdom is ignoring, and has usually 
ignored the type of uttaeks now being levelled 
in the Egyptian press because "it would dis- 
tract attention from our most crucial issues 
which necessitate solidarity." he said. 

.He said the type of diatribes aimed at the 
Kingdom now appearing in some Egyptian 
newspapers and magazines are the products 
of "agitators and panic-mongers" who have 
selfish interests at heart. • 

"Our policy — since the days of King 
Abdul Aziz has always been to avoid mud- 
slinging and shouting matches," he said. 

For the Kingdom to adopt any other course 


would "deflect the Arabs from their struggle 
against the enemies of their religion, land and 
heritage" he said. 

" It is a matter of pride to us that the world 
has testified to our positive role in promoting 
Arab unity," he said,

behind the attacks, he added, but only some 
members of that country's news media, 

"There are differing positions and each 
one of us will have to undertake our own 
responsibilities, but this should not lead to 
malice and mud-slinging.

A freedom fighter jailed by the British, 
Narayan was one of the few public figures 
in India who maintained a reputation after 
independence in 1947 as a leader unself- 
ishly committed to the uplift of this 
impoverished South Asian country: (See 
obituary. Page 6). 

"In every Indian home today there is a 
sense of personal loss and bereavement,” 
President Nee lam Sanjiva Reddy said in a 
nationwide radio broadcast “With the 
passing away of this towering personality, 
an eventful era in the history of our nation 
has also come to an end." 


TOKYO, Oct. 8 (AP) — Japan’s ruling 
political party suffered a surprise election 
rebuff that left it clinging to control of parli- 
ament only with the help of a handful of. 
independently elected supporters, 'final but-' 
unofficial returns showed Monday. * 

’"It was strict verdici of the people," a 
subbued Prime Minister Masayoshi Ohira 
told reporters after learning that his Liberal 
Democratic Party had lost its gamble to win 
what Ohira had called a "stable majority” in 
the 511-seat lower house of the Diet (parlia- 
ment). 

Hoping for at least 271 seats that would 
give it not only a voting cushion but control of 
all parliamentary committees, Ohira’ s party 
wound up with 248 seats — the same number 
it held before be dissolved the lower house 
last month and ordered new elections one 
year ahead of r-chedule. 

However, uecause :he former lineup 
included 1 9 vacancies tPat were filled in Sun- 
day’s voting : ! -e LDI-. icffsred.a net Ipss and 
would need the baddngof at least eight of the 
19 independents elected to get its programs 
approved. 

Party leaders said that was not a matter of 
concern because five of the independents 
already had agreed to join the LDP if elected, 
and five others were expected to do so. 

The mixture of opposition and indepen- 
dents finished with 263 seats, but the align- 
ment of 10 independents with the LDP would 


give the ruling party a potential five-vote mar- 
gin. . 

The Socialists, biggest of the opposition 
groups but torn by internal strife, also lost 
ground, winning 107 seals to their previous 
117. The biggest gainer was the Japan Com- 
munist Party, which more than doubled its 
representation from 17 to 39 seats. , 

Ohira, elected by his party as prime minis- 
ter last December, ordered the elections in a> 
move aimed at bolstering what was then a 
one-vote edge for the LDP in the lower 
house. 

Analysts, who had called Ohira' s strategy, 
shrewd but ill timed, said his campaign-prop- 
osal for a new general salestax to replace 
Japan's heavy reliance on revenue bonds did 
not win favor with voters or with other candi- 
dates.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (Agencies) — Fresh 
anti-inflation moves by the U.S. Federal Reserve 
Board over the weekend strengthened the dollar 
on world money markets Monday and sent the 
price of gold tumbling. 

The Federal Reserve Board had raised its dis- 
count rate — the rate banks are charged when 
borrowing from the federal government — to 12 
per cent iate Saturday night. 

The move, which sent die rate to its highest in 
history, was intended to tighten credit in the 
United States and bolster the sagging dollar 
abroad. 

And according to repons from money and gold 
exchanges around the world Monday, the 
announcement by Federal Reserve Chairman 
Paul Volcker had just that effect. 

The dollar rose against all European currencies 
in trading Monday, and made sharp gains against 
the Japanese yen, which had been in trouble any-

We do not fear these 
intruders because we have the 
ability, the confidence and above 
all the belief in God and die just- 
ness of our cause. 

Saudi- Iranian relations were 
progressing “confidently and 
powerfully’' toward effective 
cooperation against challenges to 
Islam. 

"Some enemies,” he said, “are 
working to weaken us in dealing 
with vital issues. They are trying to 
impose their will on us to influence 
and- control the abilities, 
resources, stability, prosperity and 
progress of our countries.'* 

He praised Saudi Arabia's 
promoting the ties between Mus- 
lim peoples. “Saudi Arabia,” he 
said, “ is admired by the countries 
of the world. It carries consider- 
able weight not only in the coun- 
sels of the Arab World but also 
Internationally.” 

The Saudi leaders, be said, had 
strong and steady principles on 
eventual Arab and Islamic unity. 
They had done a good deal inter- 
nationally on issues vital to Arabs 
and Muslims. 

He added that the Iranian 
revolution gave priority to the 
problem of Jerusalem, as the 
cause of the Holy City and of the 
Pales tinian people is an Islamic 
cause in all its political and 
humanitarian aspects.

ALGIERS, Oct. 8 {R) — 
Polisario Front guerrillas fighting 
for an independent Western Sah- 
ara claimed Monday they had cap- 
tured Smara. second biggest town 
of the phosphate- rich, former 
Spanish colony. 

Smara fell after a night-long 
battle two days ago in which 
Moroccan troops suffered heavy 
casualties, the Polisario claimed in 
a communique issued. Monday. 

But the com munique said heavy- 
fighting was still going on. 

Smara is a key garrison in the 
defensive area controlled by 


Morocco in the Western Sahara, 
together with El Aaiun, the capital 
of the territory, and Bu Cra a, 
where the phosphate fields are 
located. 

The foil of Smara, if confirmed, 
would be the most serious setback 
suffered by Morocco since the war 
started in 1976. 

The Polisario has been waging 
an increasingly bitten war to 
achieve the desert territory’s 
independence. 

The Western Sahara was ceded 
by Spain to Morocco and 
Mauritania, but the Mauritanian 


military government gave up ail 
claims to the territory under a 
peace agreement it signed with the 
Algerian- backed Polisario last 
August. 

As Mauritania withdrew 
Morocco annexed the southern 
part, formerly ruled by Nouak- 
chott. 

In a communique issued here 
Sunday night, it claimed 120 
Moroccan troops were killed and 
80 wounded last Friday in an 
attack on the strongly-fortified 
southern headquarters of Zak, in 
unquestioned Moroccan territory. 


TEHRAN, Oct. 8 (R) — The. 
Governor-General of Khuzestan 
Adm. Ahmad Madani, said Sun- 
day the recent spate of bombings 
and sabotage in Iran’ s southern oil 
province was the work of suppor- 
ters of the Shah operating from 
neighboring Iraq. t 

Madani, who is also Iran's naval 
commander, told Reuters by tele- 
phone from the provincial capital 
of Ahwaz: “These saboteurs 
belong partly to the former regime 
and are directed from abroad, 
mainly Iraq.” 

“They are indirectly backed by 
Iraq and agents of the past 
regime,” he added. 

He said money was being chan- 
neled to those be described as 
counter-revolutionaries through 
agents of the Shah’s regime. 

Madani acknowledged that a 
high proportion of those executed 
in connection with recent cases of 
sabotage in the province belonged 
to the local ethnic Arab minority. 

Meanwhile, the official Pars 
news agency said Sunday that sec- 
urity forces defused a car bomb 
Saturday night behind the main 
mosque at Kborramshahr. the gulf 
port town where three persons 
died in a bazaar explosion last Fri- 
day. 

The mosque was the scene of a 
grenade attack last July. Seven 
persons were killed and 60 injured 
during a memorial service for a 
revolutionary guard killed in a 
clash with Arab guerrillas seeking 
local autonomy.

LONGCHA VfP, France. Oct 8 
(R) — Freddy Head rode his 
mother's filly Three Troikas to a 
well-deserved victory in the Prix 
de L’ Arc de Triomphe at Long- 
champ Sunday.- his fourth victory 
in Europe's richest race. 

The three-year-old moved to 
the front one furlong from home 
and easily beat off the expected 
challenge from odds-oo English 
favorite Troy, winner of the 
Epsom and Irish Derbies.

In addition to owning and riding 
the Arc winner, they also provided 
the trainer — Freddy's 31-year- 
old sister Christiane, nicknamed 
“Criquette." 

“Comin g in to the straight I 
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knew 1 was going to beat Le Mar- 
mot and Northern Baby, the two 
in front," a delighted Freddy said 
as be sipped orange juice after- 
wards. “I was just worried Troy' 
might be coming up fast behind" 

But be need not have worried. 

Willy Carson tried to get Troy 
to produce his usual electric finish 
but it was in vain. 

“He's had a long, hard season 
going right back to March,” he 
said. “He wasn't bouncing off the 
turf like he usually does, otherwise 
he'd have murdered them.” 

Troy, owned by Sir Michael 
Sobell and Sir Arnold Weinstock. 
came to Longchamp as hot favo- 
rite after emphatic victories this 
year in four great races — the 
English Derby (by seven lengths), 
the Irish Derby, the King George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes 
and the Benson and Hedges Gold 
Cup.

JACKSON’S HOMECOMING 


The Rev. Jesse Jackson Tetumed to the United States carrying 
hat he considers Palestinian“concessions" on the question of peace 
id stability in the Middle East.' In fact, aside from its unilateral 
•ase-fire in South Lebanon, there is nothing new in the PLO's 
asition. The cease-fire itself is more in the nature of a good will 
usture towards the growing public sympathy within the United 
ates, especially among the black community, for the cause of the 
aJestinians. It is also reversible, if and when circumstances demand 
be reversed. 

The other two major “‘concessions" carried home by the black 
ader — recognition of Israel's right to exist and acceptance of a 
ales tin ian state in the West Bank and Gaza — are in fact almost as 
d as the PLO itself. But the organization has linked its own recogni- 
j n of Israel with prior Israeli recognition of the Palestinian right to a 
jmeland of their own. PLO chairman Yasser Arafat has often 
ated that Israel does not stand in need of Palestinian recognition in 
ie same measure that the homeless Palestinians do. 

It would also be useful to the Americans in this connection to cast 
:eir minds back to the Baghdad summit in which the PLO partici- 
ited. U.N. resolutions 242 and 338 were not rejected there, 
though both carry clear implication of Israel's right to exist. The 
alestinian position on this is therefore unchanged. Israel and the 
nited States have to recognize Palestinian rights first, if a serious 
art to solving the Palestinian problem is to be made. 

As to the question of a Palestinian state, the PLO leadership has 
ready gone further than the position it defined in the document 
mied by the Rev. Jackson. Mr. Arafat has often affirmed his 
■adiness to establish such a state on any piece of land which the 
raelis were made to yield. Although there is an internal Palestinian 
^position to this minimal stand, it could be said with confidence that 
« e PLO leadership is able to carry it through. 

The unilateral cease-fire in South Lebanon is then the only really 
?w development. And here one must note the astuteness of the 
alestinian move. The Rev. Jackson s trip and his return have gener- 
ed a good deni of publicity. And this will set to advantage this 
:sture of moderation on the part of the PLO, so often portrayed to 
<e American public as irredeemably intransigent by Zionist prop- 
*anda. 

The move has another dimension. The American Administration 
js been working these few months to ease, the tension in South 
ebanon. The Palestinian response will make it that much easier for 
to pressurise the other parties involved towards deescalation. 


HOPE FOR LEBANON 


Lebanese offiria Is a re almost unanimous in their optimism regard- 
g a solution for the crisis in South Lebanon. The framework under 
inside ration involves combining two previously considered fer- 
ulas: the *“ Arabization" and '‘internationalization'' of the issue, 
bese arc now seen as necessary preconditions for the ultimate 
i^ebanization" which the South requires.

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J.P.Narayan,man of the people

NEW DELHI — 

Veteran Indian nationalist Jayaprakafo Narayan, 
who died Monday at the age of 76*, became known 
as keeper of the nation’ s political conscience for bis 
advocacy of pacifist revolution and tireless fight 
against corruption. 

The mass movement of civil disobedience he led 
in the mkH970*s eventually saw the removal of 
Indira Gandhi as p rime minister, and the defeat in 
1977 elections of Jrer powerful Congress Party 
which had been in power for 30 years. 

Hc was acutely disappointed at the growing 
squabbles within the Janata Party which came to 
power under Prime Minister Morarji Desai and 
often left his sickbed to chide the politicians fighting 
amongst themselves. « 

But they paid little heed to the frail pacifist 
leader, discip le of Mahatma Gandhi, who lived 
quietly in his hometown of Patna in Northeast India 
unhappily watching the developments around him. 

“My dream is in shambles,” he wrote in his diary 
during his detention under the' harsh emergency 
rule imposed by Mol Gandhi in 1975. It was a com- 
ment that rang true up until his death. 

JJ\, as he was known throughout India, was 
often tipped as the logical successor to Mrs. Gan- 
dhi’s father, his old political colleague Jawahadal- 
Nehru — independent India's first prime minister 
who died in 1964. 

However, Narayan retired from active politics in 
1957 — after leaving Nehru's Congress Party and 
forming a socialist jiarty — to concentrate on soda! 
reforms and land distribution at village leveL He 
believed the villages were the key to India’s almost 
overwhelming problems. 

After 20 years in the political wilderness, he 
returned to the national arena and declared the 
time was ripe for total revolution. J-P. always 
thought of himself as a revolutionary and opposed 
Western-type democracy as a political system for 
India. 

His political comeback started with a student 
campaign in his home state of Bihar, in the north- 
west. This soon broadened into a nationwide mass 
movement. Narayan* s appeal lay partly in his incor- 
ruptibility, in a country where corruption in public 
life was a by-word. 

Mrs. Gandhi saw him as the man most respons- 
ible for a rapidly growing political crisis. He was 
accused of trying to destroy democracy by his call to 
the armed forces and police to disobey orders which 
he termed illegal. 

> He was iailed along with other opposition figures 


on June 26, 1975, hours before Mrs. Gandhi . 
imposed a state of internal emergency, curtaifiag ■ 
civil liberties and instituting press censorship. . 

Serious ailments, including kidney and bean 
trouble, high blood pressure and tfiabetes, forced 
the government to release him. He said a few days 
after hisrelease that he had not changed Unpolitical 
position. 

Jayaprakash Narayan was born of lower mid- 
dle class parents in a village in Bihar state-OQ’. 

October 11, 1902. His father was a junwr irrigation- 

officer. J.P. was 19 years old before he saw a: big 
dry. ■ .

He joined the Congress Party but after India 
gained independence in 1947 left it to found the 
Socialist Patty, which made little political headway.; 

In 1957 he formally left politics and pled into foe 
Saghdaya (universal uplift) movement, working on v 
Gandhfan lines to raise living standards of peasants - 
and laborers. 

By the 1960’s he was regarded as an elder states- - 
. man, organizing famine relief and was appointed by 
Mrs., Gandhi in 1971 to explain to the world India’s 
position during the crisis over Bangladesh's seces- 
sion from Pakistani preceding tbe lnd (^Pakistan 
War. 

But by 1974 his campaign against corruption had 
made him the rallying point for non-Co mm nnist 
opposition to Mrs. Gandhi's government 

His arrest caused international concern because 
of hisage.foen 72, and bad health, and be was freed - 
after four and a half months. 

On his release he commented: “after I fed better 
I will continue to work for politics based on moral 
principles.” 
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Debunking the myth of Chairman Mao’ s infallibility

SINGAPORE — 

As nearly a billion celebrated the 30th 

anniversary of the People’s Republic of China last 
week, fa gaps ‘thoughts’ of its founding father, 
.hitherto inscribed in gold on huge hoardings 
throughout the country, are being replaced with 
workaday exhortations to observe road safety, or 
keep the city dean. 

Earlier, in September, the anniversary of Chair- 
man Mao’s death in 1976 was marked by the con- 
spicuous absence of wreaths on the Martyr’s 
Monument in Pelting, according to eyewitnesses. 

But, within a week, a memorial service was held 
for Wu Han, a playwright ‘persecuted to death' 
after an implicit rebuke of Mao, in a period piece he 
■had written, infuriated the Chairman and later trig- 
igered his violent and vengeful ‘Cultural Revolu- 
tion’. 

Almost amuhaneously, an official poster went up 
on the 'Democracy Wall* in the capital, announcing 
a mass rally to ‘re-examine’ Mao's policies. 

Mao the Messiah was being pared down to Mao 
the Fallible by pragmatic leaders pledged to mod- 
ernise China by the year 2000. They know that the 
job might have been done by the year 1 979, but for 
the restless Chairman. 

For Mao convulsed the country during the last 20 
years of his life with personal vendettas, monumen- 
tal economic blunders — like the ruinous ‘Great 
Leap Forward* of 1958 — and disruptive political 
upheavals like the Cultural Revolution. 

The demolition process began last year when a 
campaign was launched attacking blind worship of 
Mao's words as gospel from the lips of genius :• 
“ Comrades who talk Mao’s thoughts day in and 
day ouL_ forget that practice is the sole criterion for 
tfstfeg foe jruth.' 

Simple faith in Mao, like any other religion, is the 
pernicious enemy of socialist modernization. The 
Chinese are being told to discard all such dogma 
and ‘emancipate their minds'. 

“ Never forget class struggle,' urged Mao, the 
perpetual revolutionary ; it was the pivot on which 
his pugnacious pro Ieta nanism turned. 

■ But last month class struggle was out, dismissed 
as an anachronism in an age in which landlords and 
capitalists have done their penance and 1 the exploit- 


ing classes have been abolished.’ One official Pek- 
ing paper baldly declared (Mao' s) exaggeration of 
the dange r they posed ‘an obvious mistake'. 

The dictatorship of the proletariat has accord- 
ingly ‘shifted its focus 1 from politics to ‘socialist 
construction'. The old egalitarian ■' ideals of the 
Maoist Utopia have been shelved : ‘To ignore mat- 
erial rewards is not Marxist* and i there most be 
‘more pay for more work?.

Capitalism begins at borne, and signs of its seep- 
age into Mao’s collective society range from the 
thousands of licences issued today for small 'indi- 
vidual enterprises' in major cities, to the right of 
sons to inherit ‘capitalist? gaim from their fathers. 

At the same time Peking is reconditioning demo- 
cratic constitutional and legal machinery that fell 
into disuse two decades ago. This week non- 
Communist groups conferred with Communist 
leaders on future economic- strategy for the first- 
time for 22 years, as pan of a revived ‘united front* 
policy. 

The Communist Party itself is to get a novel elec- 
toral system under which there will be more candi- 
dates than seats. In June the National People’s 
Congress approved a new criminal code and a law 
providing for direct election by secret ballot of 
deputies to ‘organs of State power* in Chin a' s 2,000 
counties. 


All blame for the ills of the past is now heaped on 
the ‘Gang of Four* — soon to go cm trial — who 
used a sick, sequestered Mao as a mouthpiece in 
order to impose their own cabalistic will on the 
country.

In asense, tire China of the Fifties isbeing reborn, 
and the intervening years have become a time to: 
live down, like a prison sentence or an interlude in a 
madhouse. 

Ghosts from an earlier past than the ‘fascist dic- 
tatorship* of the Gang are beginning to appear. 
Authors like Ding Ling, cast into literary hmbo in 
1955, are surfacing to write of the miseries of the 
interim years. . 

Marshal Peng Dehuai, flung out of the Defense 
Ministry in 1959 after he criticized Mao to his face 
over the fatuities of the ‘ Great Leap Forward*, has 
been posthumously honored. 

The new honorary president of Peking University 
is a nonagenarian scholar - who fell from favour m ' 
the Fifties when be rejected Mao's claim that

while applying it to Chinese needs, and stressed that 
intellectuals had a valuable contribution to make to 
the national cause — all themes that fit the pragma- 
tic policies of today. 

Mao is being ideologically manhandled by ‘mod- 
erates' like Vice-Premier Deng Xiaoping, simul- 
taneously confronted with residual radicals who still 
put ‘blind faith’ in the dicta of the dead chairman, 
and enfila d ed by ‘right-wing’ supers on the Demo- 
cracy Wall (and in. mosquito magazines), to whom 
‘emancipating the mind 1 from Maoist dogma can 
mean calling for a two-party system and capitalism 
instead of Socialism. 

‘People' s periodicals? are also demanding redress 
for all victims of oppression pouring into Peking 
from the provinces, and an end to their harassment 
by officialdom. The oppression was the work of the 
Gang of Four, of course, and at least one magazine 
dutifully describes recent arrests and other abuses 
of police power as the ‘death struggle' of their'fasc- 
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But the leadership has sternly warned these 
1 ultra -democrats? against the heresy of questioning 
the fundamental principles of the State : the social- 
ist road, the dictatorship of the proletariat. Com- 
munist leadership, and (where applicable) 
Marxism-Leninism- Mao-Tsenmg- thought 1 . 

As the People’s Republic enters its 31st year, 
Qtiwse democracy must operate within the 
framework of the revived Sociajfat system. And that 
.means o ne man, one vote, one party — but no 
longer one god. — (OFNS)

CAIRO, — “This is your cap- 
tain speaking,” the pilot of Trans 
World Airlines flight 800 said as 
he banked his Boeing 707 jet into 
a sweeping holding pattern over 
Cairo one receDt afternoon. 
“They don't have radar and we 
kind of have to figure it out for 
ourselves.” 

He then went on to reassure his 
unnerved passengers that he 
would bring them safely to the 
ground. 

On'a British Airways jet that 
was descending for its final 
approach not long ago a European 
air traffic specialist turned to his 
se atm ate. A Muslim, and asked 
him whether he knew how to pray. 

"Of course, but why do you 
ask?" 

“ Because you have just begun 
the most dangerous five minutes 
you will spend in your hfe,” the 
expert said, looking anxiously out 
of his window. 

Like the TWA captain, domes- 
tic and international airline pilots 
who regularly use what local 
authorities imaginatively boast is 
“the busiest and safest airport in 
the Middle East” complain that 
they often have to bring them- 
selves down to the runway 
because air traffic controllers lack 
the equipment and training to con- 
fidently sort out the planes over- 
head.

He had 
lifted his Boeing 737 directly into 
the path of a Middle East Airlines 
707 that was mistakenly trying to 
land at the wrong end of the run- 
way. 

“The controller expected to see 
the (landing) plane coming from 
the other direction.” Ismail said. 
“He was looking at the runway 
through binoculars, and with such 


a primitive device he couldn't see 
the mistake of the 707. ff there 
had been radar, the controllers 
could have warned both of us.” 

“ We have stacks of near- misses 
in the Cairo area and we're fed 
up,” said the captain of a Boeing 
747 who flies regularly into the 
dry.

“Flames were visible 
within seconds after we landed." 

The plane, Swissair flight 316, 
was en route from Geneva, and 
Zurich, to Bombay and Peking.

Karamanlis visits Prague 


PRAGUE, Oct. 8(R) — Greek 
Prime Minister Constantine 
Karam anlis was to arrive in 
Czechoslovakia Monday on the 
final leg of a three-nation. 
Soviet-bloc tour which has already 
taken him to the Soviet Union and 
Hungary. 

This first visit to Czechos- 
lovakia by a Greek prime minister 
has been heralded by the state- 
controlled press as a significant 
step in the development of rela- 
tions between the countries and an 
example of realism in cooperation 
between states with different 
social systems. 

Karamanlis, who is accom- 
panied by Foreign Minister 
George Railis, was to have talks 
with President Gustav Husak, . 
Prime Minister Libomir Strougai 
and Foreign Minister Bohuslav 
Chnoupec. 

1 Greek diplomats stressed that 
the tour does not represent .a sig- 
nificant change in Greek policy, 
usually aligned with the West 


Greece was a full member of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion (NATO) but withdrew from 
the military wing of the allian ce 
when Turkey, one of its fellow 
invaded Cyprus in 1974. 

In a joint communique last 
week Greece and the Soviet 
Union called for the earliest solu- 
tion of the Cyprus problem. 

Greece was one of the first 
countries to establish diplomatic 
relations with Czechoslovakia 
after its foundation in 1918 and 
the two states concluded several 
agreements between the two 
world wars. 

There was a marked improve- 
ment in relations after the fall of 
the Greek military junta in 1974 
and three years ago their foreign 
ministers exchanged visits.- 

Expansion of mutual trade, 
which Greece is hoping for, was a 
likely topic of discussion Monday. 
The trade turnover last year bet- 
ween the two countries amounted 
to about$95 million, with the bal- 
ance in favor of Greece.

OPEC members explain policy 


VIENNA, Oct. 8 (AP) — 

What are OPECs plans? 

Last week the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries staged a three-day semi- 
nar to try to answer that ques- 
tion, which carries obvious 
importance for the future of 
the world economy. The 13- 
nation OPEC produces about 
half of the world’s oil output 
and the vast bulk of exports. 

The conclusion at the meet- 
ing seemed to be that OPEC is 
gradually becoming more 
independent — consumers 
might say hawkish — ir its 
desire to limit its production 
and reduce the role of multina- 
tional oil companies. 

But the group remains 
divided on one fundamental 
issue: long-term prices. In this 
field certain political- minded 
“doves" appear to square off 
against “hawk" economists. 

At the seminar, former U.S. 
Ambassador to Saudi Arabia 
James Akins said a “new gen- 
eration" has come to power 
inside oil ministries of OPEC 
countries. These economists 
and technicians “know 
OPECs resources are finite, 
which nobody realized 20 
years ago," said Akins, now a 
consultant. 

As a result, most OPEC 
nations do not wish to exhaust 
their reserves quickly by boost- 
ing production. 

“All we have is oil and 
desert," Mane Said Otaiba, 
current OPEC president, said. 
“What should we do when our 
oil runs out, go back to our 
camels?" 


If OPEC fails to expand its 
output from a current rate of 
about 30 million barrels a day, 
however, a large shortage 
looms in the coming decade. 
OPEC Secretary-General 
Rene Ortiz calculated the gap 
would be between 16 million 
and 20 million barrels a day by 
1990 if consumption doesn't 
slow. 

Id addition the state-owned 
oil companies of OPEC 
member countries have, begun 
to push the leading multina- 
tional oil firms — the fabled 
“Seven Sisters" — out of the 
marketpalce. National oil 
companies control about 20 
per cent of OPEC crude today, 
compared With only 5 per cent 
in 1975. 

“OPEC national oil com- 
panies are developing their 
bargaining power in the mar- 
ket,” Abdul Hadi Taher gov- 
ernor of Saudi Arabia's state 
oil company Petromin, said. 

“At die heart of the matter 
is a growing recognition 
among enlightened think ers ... 
(that) OPEC countries must 
have due regard for the deple- 
tion of their major natural 
resource." 

Price, however, remains the 
focus of dispute inside OPEC. 
The “new generation" says 
OPEC must deliberately raise 
oil prices faster than the world 
inflation rate to force consum- 
ers to find new energy sources. 

But Akins noted that “gov- 
ernments of OPEC member 
countries have rarely taken the 
advice of the technician^' on 
prices. Political leaders in sev-

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eral OPEC states, mainly 
Saudi Arabia, have restrained 
price hikes as much as poss- 
ible. As a result, he said even 
this year’s 61 per cent increase 
has only raised back the real 
price of oil — the price after 
accounting for inflation — to 
about the same level as in 
1974. 

The technicians argue the 
price has to climb steadily until 
it equals the cost of fuels that 
can replace oil when there isp’ t 
any left. Otherwise, they say, 
there isn't any incentive to 
develop new sources of power. 

“OPEC must never forget 
that the extra barrel we pro- 
duce today is the barrel we will 
be unable to produce in the 
next century” said Nordine 
Ait .Laoussine, an Algerian oil 
consultant and one of the lead- 
ers of the technicians. 14 When 
that time comes, we will have 
to replace oil with the exotic 
fuels of the 21st century.” 

At present, a suitable oil 
replacement like liquefied coal 
costs upwards of $ 30 a barrel, 
compared with the average 
OPEC price of about $ 20 a 
barrel. 

Western observers claim 
that OPEC countries have an 
obvious self-interest in raising 
oil prices as high as possible. 
The economic arguments, in 
this view, are merely designed 
to justify greed. 

It remains true, however, 
that Saudi Arabia and several 
less important OPEC mem- 
bers have actively prevented 
larger oil price increases. 
Although few will state it 
openly. 

Saudi Arabia has opposed 
price increases at OPEC con- 
ferences or fought for small 
increases, and more inportant, 
it has often expanded their 
own oil output to cut shortages 
or create oversupplies and thus 
allow the market to restrain 
prices. 

The cutoff of Iranian 
exports earlier this year high- 
lighted a key new development 
in OPEC and the world oil 
market: The Saudi Arabians 
don’t have enough capacity to 
control prices as well as in the 
past. The Saudis raised then- 
output for three-quarters of 
this year. 

As consumption grows and 
most OPEC members decide 
to conserve their oil in the long 
run, Saudi Arabia will prob- 
ably lose ability to fine-tune 
supply and demand to prevent 
rising prices. 

For instance, Saudi Arabia 
can produce a maximum of 
about 10.5 million barrels a 
day. Even if it doubled its 
capacity by 1990, which would 
require vast and unpre- 
cedented investments in dril- 
ling and pumping* equipment, 
they would only be able to 
cover half of the gap forecast 
by OPEC Secretary- General 
Ortiz.

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Despite Soviet troop cut 


West to deploy new Europe missiles 


NEW YORK. Oct. 8 (Agencies) — The 
United States “intends to proceed" with 
plans to deploy medium’ range nuclear mis- 
siles in Western Europe, despite the Soviet 
Union's decision to withdrew troops and 
tanks from East Germany, National Security 
Adviser Zbigniew Brzezin&ki said Sunday. 

Brzezinski suggested that Soviet Leader 
Leonid Brezhnev’s announcement that the 
Soviets will remove 20,000 troops and 1,000 
tanks from East Germany during the next 12 
months was partially intended to “forestall" 
any such Western buildup. 

The missiles that would be deployed would 
have the capability of hitting the Soviet 
Union, and the Soviet leader said Saturday 
during a speech that their deployment would 
“change essentially the strategic situation on 
the continent." 

Brzezinski said the Western nations had to 
proceed with plans to increase conventional 
forces and deploy the medium-range nuclear 
weapons because “ right now there is inequal- 
ity — inequality to our disadvantage.” 

A December deadline has been set for a 
decision to deploy the new weapons including 
Pershing missiles and cruise missiles. The 
deployment still does not have the approval 
of the Western European parliaments. The 


program is designed to counter Soviet SS-20 
missiles, which can reach Western Europe. 

Interviewed on the ABC network televi- 
sion pTQgmm lssiMS and Answers, Brzezinski 
said, "There are some positive elements to 
what Mr. Brezhnev has said. There are also 
some other elements which we fully have to 
take into account. We have long wanted a 
reduction in Soviet manpower and also in the 
number of arms stationed by the Soviet 
Union in Eastern Europe," 

However, he added: “There has been an 
asymmetry in the number of such men and 
arms in the favor of the East. We want equal- 
ity so there can be stabflity....we welcome the 
initiative in one sense. But in another respect, 
we have to recognize that the Soviet Union 
has an interest in forestalling Western efforts 
to upgrade our conventional and theater nuc- 
lear forces in order to achieve equality.. ,wc 
intend to proceed with the proposals we have 
been discussing with our allies.” 

On other matters, Brzezinski: 

— Suggested that the president would be 
willing to have the defense budget increased 
by more than the three per cent he has prop- 
osed. “If there is a need for specific systems 
the president is prepared to consider it,” he 
said.

Deadlock continues 


Rhodesia talks enter fifth week 


LONDON, Oct. S (AP) — Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia peace talks entered their fifth week 
Monday faced with either collapse or a rerun 
of old arguments over Britain's' draft con- 
stitution,, accepted by Prime Minister Abel 
Muzorewa but resisted by the opposing guer- 
rilla leaders. 

The fragile talks received a new threat 
Sunday when white minority leader Ian 
Smith declared the British plan, stripping 
whites of their strong influence, would also be 
rejected by the Salisbury parliament, where 
his white party still has veto powers. 

Muzorewa' s delegation, which consists of 
10 black and two white ministers, including 
Smith, made no immediate comment. 

But sources close to Muzorewa were unruf- 
fled by Smith's outburst, made in the Zim- 
babwe Rhodesian capital, Salisbury, where 
the former prime minister returned over the 
weekend after being the sole member of the 
team to vote against the British draft last 
Friday. 

Senior sources in the delegation main- 
tained there was no real acrimony between 
Smith and Muzorewa. The sources dismissed 
the prospect of Smith drumming up white 
legislators to veto any London agreement as 
"not practical politics." 

There were suggestions that Smith, who 
intends to return here within a week, was 
simply allaying to the fearful white Rhodesian 
gallery', but would not present serious opposi- 
tion V the price for the constitutional conces- 
sions is (right — an end to 14 years of trade 
embargoes. 

British Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington, 
the conference chairman, adjourned the talks 
last Wednesday after three weeks of tortuous 
constitutional debate.

be no point in the talks continuing if they 
cannot. 

But the Patriotic Front guerrilla alliance 
remained adamant Sunday. They would not 
give Carrington a definitive answer on Mon- 
day, but would seek to continue trying to get 
the British to alter the draft. 

“We are not going to be dictated to," Wil- 
lie Musarurwa, spokesman for Patriotic 
Front co-leader Joshua Nkomo, said. 

“ We intend going on negotiating, even if 
we have only the four bare walls of the con- 
ference room to talk to." 

A spokesman for Nkomo' s partner. Robert 
Mugabe, echoed the theme. “We're not in 
London to get a lecture from the British," he 
said. “We’re here to negotiate and that's 
what we'll do. We won’t say * no’ unless we' re 
forced." 

The British remained chary about what 
they will do. faced with the Patriotic Front 
attitude. Carrington has described the draft 
as the basis for independence and indicated 
clearly he will not negotiate its major princi- 
ples. 

Carrington must therefore eventually 
either back down on his insistence that 
the draft is the best and fairest formula — 
considered highly unlikely — or end the talks. 

This would open the way for a separate 
deal with Muzorewa.

Pope returns home after lengthy voyage 


ROME, Oct. 8 (Agencies) — Pope John 
Paul n arrived home in Rome from Washing- 
ton Monday after a seven-day, six-city tour of 
the United States, a visit to the United 
Nations and an earlier three-day visit to the 
Irish Republic. 

The Pope, flying in a chartered Boeing 747 
jetliner, followed by two press planes, arrived 
at Leonardo Da Vinci Airport here at 9:29 
a.m. and was greeted by an enthusiastic 
crowd. 

During his United Slates tour he had made 
a major speech at the United Nations calling 
for the restoration of the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinians and an end to Israeli occupa- 
tion of Jerusalem. 

He also met with President Jimmy Carter 
in an unprecedented session at the White 
House and urged the president to take a more 
flexible approach to bringing the Palestinians 
into Middle East peace efforts. 

The two men also issued a joint declaration 
urging an end to the sectarian strife in 
British-ruled Northern Ireland, which had 
originally been on the agenda for his tour but 
was cancelled for security reasons. 

He flew home with the cheers of millions of 
Americans ringing in his ears but leaving 
behind a church now closer to a showdown 
between its conservative and liberal wings. 

For many of those who thought his mission 
would foster unity in the unsettled U.S. 
Catholic church, the Pope's blunt reaffirma- 
tion of unbending orthodoxy came as a jolt. 

While the Pope’s visit may create new 
problems for the church, his Week-long, six- 
city visit was the kind of popular success that 
pop music promoters and politicians dream 
of. 

Prelates, politicians and the man in the 
street seemed unable to forebear trying io get 
a glimpse of the pontiff. Even cardinals and 
bishops produced pocket cameras to record 
his progress from airport red carpets to slum- 
land building sites and foe White House. 
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Pope John Paul II 


His high status and crowd' appeal on the 
tour was underlined Sunday night when the 
U.S. government provided a military honar 
guard at Andreus Air Force Base outside 
Washington for his departure. 

The move was unusual because Washing- 
ton does not have full diplomatic ties with the 
Vatican. 

True to his extrovert style, the Pope could 
not resist making a final sortie into the crowds 
who said farewell to him at that air base. 

The final spectacular of the Pope' s tour was 
a service on Washington’s Capitol Hill widely 
tipped to draw a -million-plus crowd, but just 
175,000 braved a chill autumn wind to 
attend. 

On his departure, Pope John Paul told the 
crowds: “I believe strongly in the message of 
hope I have held up to you, in the justice and 
love and truth that 1 have extolled, and in the 
peace foal I have asked the Lord to give to ail 
of you." 

He urged- -leaders of other faiths from 
throughout the United States to work 
together “in the defense of the rights of the 


fluman person, in foe pursuit of goals of foaa{ 
justice and peace, and in questions of public 
morality.” 

Then came the service, from a three-tiered 
stage before hundreds of thousands who 
gathered in worship on the parkland siretch- 
• ing from the Capitol to the Washington 
Monument. 

Even before the dawn of a brisk, autumn 
Sunday, thousands had pitched camp on the 
125-acre mall, toting blankets, ice chests, 
lawn chairs and backpacks. 

Throughout his tour — in Ireland and in 
the United States — the Pope preached the 
traditional, conservative values. 

After leaving Ireland, where he called for 
an Cod to the strife that has tom that land for 
centuries, he came last Monday to Boston, 
the most Irish of American cities, and a bas- 
tian of Catholicism. 

From there, it was on to New York, where 
he visited the United Nations and some of 
America’s most depressing slums. Then to 
Philadelphia, Des Moines, Chicago and, 
finally, the capital of a nation whose presi- 
dent has said it suffers from a spiritual and 
normal malaise. 

If so, it probably was not evident to the 
Pope. 

Wherever he went, he was greeted by joy- 
ous throngs of people who cried in joy at his 
sight, and chanted their love for him. 

He reminded them of the need to protect 
human rights, of the need to end the nuclear 
arms race, of foe gap between the rich and the 
poor, and of the need for peace everywhere 
on the globe. 

Early Sunday morning, in one of his last 
stops in Washington, Pope John Paul was met 
by hundreds of students who had kept an 
all-night prayer vigil at the Catholic univer- 
sity. 

” We love you. We love you,” they chanted. 

“I love you, too,” the Pope responded. 

It was his message for all Americans.
